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lawyer-free 
D/vorce Case 
Bucks Adage

A familiar adage claims that the lawyer who represents 


himself in court has a fool for a client. 


Presumably, then, the layman who goes to court on his 


own behalf must be even more foolish. Not only does he lack 
objectivity, but he's wanting in legal expertise. 


Yet, some people are bucking that bit of conventional 


wisdom and are doing their own legal work, at least in simple 
matters. 


Take the case of Patrick and Judy Douglass of Lincoln 


who recently got a divorce without hiring a lawyer. 


Taking an admittedly "hit-and-miss" approach, they were 


amicably divorced April 28 for $26, or at a savings they es- 
timated at $324. 


Yet only six divorce cases of the 1,096 filed in Lancaster 


Court Court last year were done without the aid of an attorney. 


They 'Couldn't See' It 


"It was kind of a hassle," Ms Douglass said. "We knew 


absolutely nothing, but we couldn't see forking out $350 for a 
lawyer just to sign a bunch of papers." 


Finding their way through the legal maze for them was 


comparatively easy since their divorce was uncontested. 


Nevertheless their petition was tossed out of court once, 


and the country court clerks, she said, thought they were crazy 
to try to divorce themselves. 


Their biggest problem was knowing how to fill out the 


forms and learning what steps to take. 


For the petition, she said, "We practically copied word for 


word from someone else's petition." Similarly, she said they 
copied "the fancy wording" from filed divorce decrees. 


Reflecting on her experience, she said, "I wish there was 


somebody somewhere wno could've helped someone like us. 
It would save a lot of people a heck of a lot of money." 


Ms. Douglass said she believes more people would do 


their own simple legal work if they knew they could and if they 
knew what steps to follow. 


Their Case Is Typical 


The Douglasses' case is typical of the rise of do-it-yourself 


law in response to what some people feel are inflated attorney 
fees for what they perceive as glorified secretarial or clerical 
work. 


Although a person can represent himself in any legal 


matter, do-it-yourself law is almost always limited to straight- 
forward legal matters such as uncontested divorces, wills, title 
research, tenant disputes and debt collections. 


It began to build steam about 10 years ago when Norman 


F Dacey, a Bridgeport, Conn., estate planner, wrote a $4.95 
book entitled "How To Avoid Probate." 


At the time, lawyers tried to get an injunction to bar its 


publication and the Connecticut Bar Association issued a 
pamphlet denouncing Dacey's book 


Dacey countered with a libel suit, and in June 1974 he was 


awarded a $60,000 judgment against the bar. Incidentally, 
Dacey apparently knew when he did need a lawyer, since he 
hired one to argue his libel case. 


In California, a group of young poverty lawyers has been 


publishing six how-to-do legal guides for laymen under the 
name Nolo Press Ralph Warner, a Nolo Press founder, said 
the purpose "is not to put lawyers out of business but to get 
legal information to people especially where legal paper- 
shuffling is involved." 


Five In Between 


Warner said he realized the need for such information 


during his time with Legal Aid. For every person he helped, he 
said there were five who did not quality but still did not have 
sufficient income to afford an attorney. 


Warner said, in a telephone interview, "With all the pre- 


sent levels of competence in society, most people can do a 
great many legal things for themselves once they have the sim- 
ple information necessary." 


Steps have been taken in Nebraska to simplify legal 


procedures. For instance, a new simplified probate law 
becomes effective in January 1977. Small Claims Courts have 
been established where laymen can argue their cases without 
any aid or interference from lawyers. 


In Lancaster County Small Claims Court, 1,023 cases have 


been filed since January 1973. Municipal Small Claims Court 
reported 1,127 cases for the same period 


Workmen's Compensation Court also provides an informal 


legal setting where people can represent themselves. Of the 
381 cases brought up for first hearings last year, 45 or 12% 
were handled without lawyers. Only four out of 104 second 
hearing cases, however, were without counsel. 


Local judges agree generally that the do-it-yourself litigant 


is at "a tremendous disadvantage," especially if the other side 
has a lawyer. 


Judges Put On Spot 


County Judge Jeff re Cheuvront said judges are "kind of 


on the spot" when people attempt to do things themselves. As 
a person, he said he wants to help people but as a judge he can- 
not advise them how to handle their cases. 


There are so many technicalities in the law, he said, that 


people representing themselves could lose more money than 
they would save by not hiring an attorney. 


County Judge Ralph Slocum said people should never 


represent themselves in criminal actions unless they are 
versed in rules of evidence and plea bargaining. 


Civil cases, he said, are too technical for self- 


representation and are commonly settled out of court prior to 
trial. 


But Municipal Judge Thomas McManus said that in traffic 


cases the self-defenders' chances are "ordinarily quite good," 
since the burden of proof is on the state. 


In such cases, he said, the court is careful to guard the 


defendant's rights. 


But a skillful attorney, he said, can do things with 


evidence that a layman cannot. 


So while more and more people are trying on their own to 


get what is legally theirs, it often takes, ironically, a lawyer to 
do just that.

Rebuffed by Crete area 


residents, the State Department 
of Correctional Services has 
resumed its hunt for a location 
for 
a 
4 prisoners' chemical 


dependency unit. 


Corrections Director Joseph 


Vitek said the department is now 
looking at possible locations in 
Omaha and on existing state 
prison property ih Lincoln. 


Consideration, he said, is 


being given to starting an in- 
terim chemical dependency unit 
using comparatively inexpensive 
modular construction on state 
grounds at either of the Penal 
Complex sites in Lincoln. 


In the meantime, he said 


prison officials are beginning to 
lay some of the groundwork for a 
treatment program by trying to 
motivate prisoners to want to 
kick their drug habits. 


However, Vitek said a 


successful chemical dependency 
program cannot operate in the 
middle of a prison situation. 
Pressures from other prisoners 
can doom such ventures from 
the start, he said. 


Until recently, state officials 


had hoped to buy a deserted 
Nike missile base near Crete to 
locate the chemical dependency 
unit The Pentacostal Church 
had operated a drug treatment 
center there and offered it to the 
state for $75,000 after the church 
dropped its program 


However, Crete area residents 


united to oppose the state's 
plans, after a legislative 
maneuver sailed into law 
providing state funds for buying 
the site. They appeared to be dis- 
turbed as much by the fact that 
the Appropriations Committee 
had not given them a public 
hearing on the matter as they 
were about the prospects of 
having prisoners for neighbors. 


To administration officials, 


the opposition seemed curious 
Crete residents did not object to 
the Pentacostal drug rehabilita- 
tion program being nearby One 
person opposing state plans said 
residents were not as concerned 
by the Pentacostal program 
because those drug abusers had 
had a religious expenence 


Also it is unusual for com- 


munities to oppose location of

state facilities within their 
midst, since they frequently 
boost local economies 


Plans called for roughly 80 


nonviolent inmates to be 
assigned to the center and 13 
correctional officers to guard

After meeting with Vitek and 


state senators, the Crete 
residents' fears about security 
were still very much alive 


So a bill. LB553, was in- 


troduced at Gov. J James 


Exon's request telling correc- 
tional officials to look elsewhere. 
That bill passed Thursday on a 
44-0 vote and provides that alter- 
native sites must be reported to 
the Legislature and Exon before 
money is made available to start 
the project. 


Vitek said he was "extremely" 


disappointed that plans for the 
missile site were dropped. 
"We'll be hard-pressed to find a 
more desireable site." he said. 


He estimated it would cost

Aid Comes 
To Victims 
Of Quake 


Santiago, Chile (AP)— 


Emergency workers distributed 
blankets and food Sunday to 
hundreds of Chileans left 
homeless by a major earthquake 
that affected 17 of the country's 
25 provinces. 


The quake, which hit Satur- 


day, was the largest in 
magnitude this year and was 
centered in the Pacific Ocean off 
the country's 
southern 


agricultural region, the U.S. 
Geological Survey said. It caused 
some property damage, but no 
deaths or serious injuries, of- 
ficials said. 


About 300 rural dwellings 


made of adobe were destroyed 
by the quake and electricity was 
being restored in Malleco 
province, 400 miles south of San- 
tiago, where the quake hit 
hardest. 


Telephone communications, 


cut off for a time on Saturday, 
were back to normal. In Angol, 
the capital of Malleco province, 
almost every window of the new 
five-story hospital was broken. 


In Concepcion, Chile's third 


largest city, electrical service 
was interrupted for several 
hours and pieces of concrete fell 
off the outside of buildings. 


Malleco has been hit by 


numerous earthquakes, in- 
cluding the 1960 disaster which 
killed 5,000 persons, left 500,000 
homeless and caused $500 
million in damage, accordiang to 
official figures. 


Vietntiane, Laos (AP) — The govern- 


ment on Sunday night appealed to the 
populace to remain calm, denied rumors 
there would be bloodshed in Vientiane 
and prohibited Laotian and foreign 
residents from leaving the country. 


The orders were issued in a broadcast 


by the Laotian national radio 


The directives were given under the 


name of the nixed security forces, the 
security body of the coalition government 
of rightists, leftists and neutralists set up 
under the 1973 peace accord to keep 
peace in the capital 


They were aimed at forestalling rumors 


and fears that a violent transfer of power 
to the Communist-led Pathet Lao was im- 
minent. 


The rumors came after Premier 


Souvanna Phouma virtually conceded 
Sunday that the Pathet Lao have won the 
struggle for control of Laos He said it is 
necessary to look at the facts and prepare 
to reach ' an accord with history " 


The radio urged people to obey govern- 


ment orders and blamed rumors that 
there would be bloodshed on "certain 
rightist groups" who were trying to panic 
the population. 


It said the joint security forces in Vien- 


tiane, made up of Pathet Lao and former 
rightist troops, would ensure the security 
of the city. Although there has been an 
exodus of high ranking officials 
associated with rightist. pro-American 
groups, and Vietnamese and Chinese 
businessmen, the city has been calm 


Shops were shut Sunday, but most 


Laotians appeared unaffected and un- 
concerned. There has been no obvious 
change in the day to day life, only one 
demonstration Friday in. which the U S 
Embassy was stoned by students 


Hotels and restaurants were open as 


usual. There were no Pathet Lao troops, 
who number more than 2,000 in the city, 
seen on the streets 


If the Pathet Lao win control of Laos, 


the country will be the third of the U S - 
backed countries of Indochina to come 
under Communist control in recent 
weeks Cambodia surrendered April 17 
and South Vietnam on April 30 


Souvanna Phouma "s speech followed 


the resignation of four senior rightist 
cabinet, ministers and the removal of 
three top rightist generals from their 
posts This amounts to the collapse of the 
pro-American wing of the coalition 
government and leaves the Pathet Lao as 
the only cohesive political organization in 
the country 


In neighboring Cambodia, the official 


Khmer Rouge radio proclaimed the coun- 
try's strong ties with China and thanked 
North Korea, Vietnam and Laos for their 
support in "defeating the U S im- 
perialists " 


China provided most of the weaponry 


for the insurgent army in its five-year war 
and also harbored Uie exile government 
of Prince Norodom Sihanouk There were 
no thinks for the Soviet Union, which had 
a "caretaker" diplomatic mission to the 
old regime 
Its embassy building in 


Phnom Penh was sacked by the vic- 
torious Khmer Rouge 


A radio broadcast from Saigon said the 


Viet Cong military command is making 
plans to reopen Tan Son Hnut airport, 
which was hit by rockets and shelling in 
the last days of the U S evacuation. Air 
force personnel and civilian technicians 
were urged to report to work at the air- 
port all of this week to get it readya for 
use. 


The airport has already been used by a 


small number of aircraft, most apparent- 
ly flying between Saigon and Hanoi, but 
one pilot said he had to land blind 
because the control tower was not 
operating. 


Associated Press Corespondent Matt 


Franjola. one of three AP newsmen who 
remained in South Vietnam after its sur- 
render to the Viet Cong, reported from 
the Mekong Delta that farmers were 
preparing their fields for expected rains, 
commerce was booming and 
war- 


damaged homes being rebuilt 


Souvanna Phouma, a U S -backed 


neutralist who has long tried to balance 
the right-wing and Communist sides in 
Laos, told a gathering of high officials in- 
cluding King Sisavang Vathana that 20 
years of upheavals "have clearly resulted 
in a new situation " 


"We must stop the fighting The war 


has reached an end," he said 


The announcement by the 73-year-old 


Souvanna amounts to his concession to 
his 63-year-old half-brother. Prince 
Souphanouvong, who heads the Pathet 
Lao The Pans-educated sons of a Lao 
prince have differed for much of their 
lives over the path that Laos should take 
Both favored its independence 
from 


France after World War II, but Souvanna 
chose to work within the existing govern- 
ment for gradual change while 
Souphanouvong went to Hanoi to join Ho 
Chi Mmh's Viet Minh. He later founded 
the Pathet Lao 


A little more than a year ago, the aging 


brothers met after a 10-year separation, 
embraced and laid the foundation of the 
now unsuccessful third attempt to coali- 
tion government 
Souphanouvong wab 


named to head a powerful political coun- 
cil in the coalition 


Diplomats expect the Government of 


National Union to be continued, but the 
replacements for the rightists who 
resigned will be men of less stature and 
power 


There are about 1 000 Americans in

A State Department spokesman said 


Sunday there are no plans at present to 
evacuate them. "The situation doesn t 
appear to warrant it,' he said He added 
that the U S Embassy in Vientiane has 
been cautioning people to remain calm 


In other Indochina developments, the 


International Red Cross Committee an- 
nounced in Geneva that the Khmer 
Rouge had forced the Red Cross delega- 
tion in Phnom Penh to abandon a do^en 
sick and wounded people in a Red Cross 
protection zone.

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4 Arab Nations Take 
Steps To Arm Industry 


Cairo (AP) - Four Arab states 


have taken the first major step 
toward establishing an arms in- 
dustry, forming a joint authority 
with $1.04 billion in capital. 


Egypt and the wealthy Persian 


Gulf states of Saudi Arabia, 
Qatar and the United Arab 
Emirates formed The Arab 
Authority for Military Industry 
with contributions of $260 
million each. 


The authority's headquarters 


will be in Cairo. 


As an indication of the impor- 


tance it attaches to the project, 
Egypt named its war minister, 
Lt. Gen. Abdel Ghany Gamasy, 
as its representative on a 
ministerial committee that will 
run the authority. Represen- 
tatives of the other three coun- 
tries were not announced. 


The new group will be 


exempted from tax and currency 
control laws and safeguarded 
against nationalization, reports 
earned in Cairo newspapers said 
Sunday. 


The announcement did not say 


so, but the arms plants are 
expected to be established in 
Egypt, which has a vast pool of 
trainable manpower. Production 
would be for Egypt's army and 
export to other Arab countries. 


Forming the authority 


represented a major Arab 
attempt to capitalize on its 
growing oil wealth and build an 
arms industry to match Israel's. 


The Jewish state manufactures 
up to 30 per cent of its own war 
material from small arms to mis- 
siles to a new jet fighter that was 
unveiled last month. 


Egyptian President Anwar 


Sadat has long chared under 
Egypt's almost total dependence 
on the Soviet Union for its 
military needs. Gamasy made a 
strong case for an Arabs arms in- 
dustry several times last year 
when he was the Arab League's 
assistant secretary general for 
military affairs and presided 
over meetings of Arab chiefs of 
staff. 


British and French arms sales 


officials and company represen- 
tatives already have visited 
Egypt several times this year in 
connection with establishing an 
arms industry but no agreements 
have been reached. 


Reports in the foreign press 


said the visit of Britain's Lord 
Stokes to Cairo earlier this year 
was related to establishing a 
Westland Lynx helicopter plant 
and an assembly line for Hawk 
jet trainer-fighters. 


The French film Thomson- 


CSF, a specialist in radar and 
electronic gear including mis- 
siles, also sent representatives 
for talks. Sadat visited the 
Thomson-CSF offices during his 
visit to France in February when 
he concluded an agreement to 
purchase 44 Mirage jets. 


A year ago Sadat said he 


planned io diversify his sources 
of arms, after the Soviet Union 
failed to make good on replacing 
equipment Egypt lost in the Oc- 
tober 1973 war. 


Sadat repeated complaints 


about Soviet arms deliveries in a 
May Day speech. 


In his move to diversify, Sadat 


tacitly was supported by the 
United States and Saudi Arabia, 
both of whom are anxious to see 
Egypt remain free from strong 
Soviet influence. 


It was the alliance that Sadat 


formed with Saudi Arabia in the 
summer of 1973 that made it 
possible for him to go to war a 
few months later. 


To replace Egypt's aircraft 


losses in the war Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait and the United Arab 
Emirates began purchasing a 
squadron of the French-made 
Mirages. 


As plans to develop an arms 


industry gathered steam, a top 
adviser to the Saudi royal family, 
Kamal Adham, began making 
frequent trips to Cairo, usually 
when British or French 
representatives were in town, 
for conferences with Sadat and 
Egypt's minister of war produc- 
tion, Lt. Gen. Ahmed Kamal el 
Badry. 


The decision to go public with 


an announcement of a joint 
authority may indicate the Arabs 
are on the verge of concluding 
one of these agreements.

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4 Arab Nations Take 
Steps To Arm Industry 


Cairo (AP) — Four Arab states 
have taken the first major step 
toward establishing an arms in­ 
dustry, forming a joint authority 
with $1.04 billion in capital. 
Egypt and the wealthy Persian 
Gulf states of Saudi Arabia, 
Qatar and the United Arab 
Emirates formed The Arab 
Authority for Military Industry 
with contributions of $260 
million each. 
The authority’s headquarters 
will be in Cairo. 
As an indication of the impor­ 
tance it attaches to the project, 
Egypt named its war minister, 
Lt. Gen. Abdel Ghany Gamasy, 
as its representative on a 
ministerial committee that will 
run the authority. Represen­ 
tatives of the other three coun­ 
tries were not announced. 
The new group will be 
exempted from tax and currency 
control laws and safeguarded 
against nationalization, reports 
carried in Cairo newspapers said 
Sunday. 
The announcement did not say 
so. but the arms plants are 
expected to be established in 
Egypt, which has a vast pool of 
trainable manpower. Production 
would be for Egypt’s army and 
export to other Arab countries. 
Forming the authority 
represented a major Arab 
attempt to capitalize on its 
growing oil wealth and build an 
arms industry to match Israel’s. 


The Jewish state manufactures 
up to 30 per cent of its own war 
material from small arms to mis­ 
siles to a new jet fighter that was 
unveiled last month. 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat has long chared under 
Egypt’s almost total dependence 
on the Soviet Union for its 
military needs. Gamasy made a 
strong case for an Arabs arms in­ 
dustry several times last year 
when he was the Arab League’s 
assistant secretary general for 
military affairs and presided 
over meetings of Arab chiefs of 
staff. 
British and French arms sales 
officials and company represen­ 
tatives already have visited 
Egypt several times this year in 
connection with establishing an 
arms industry but no agreements 
have been reached. 
Reports in the foreign press 
said the visit of Britain’s Lord 
Stokes to Cairo earlier this year 
was related to establishing a 
Westland Lynx helicopter plant 
and an assembly line for Hawk 
jet trainer-fighters. 
The French film Thomson- 
CSF, a specialist in radar and 
electronic gear including mis­ 
siles, also sent representatives 
for talks. Sadat visited the 
Thomson-CSF offices during his 
visit to France in February when 
he concluded an agreement to 
purchase 44 Mirage jets. 
A year ago Sadat said he 


planned to diversify his sources 
of arms, after the Soviet Union 
failed to make good on replacing 
equipment Egypt lost in the Oc­ 
tober 1973 war. 
Sadat repeated complaints 
about Soviet arms deliveries in a 
May Day speech. 
In his move to diversify, Sadat 
tacitly was supported by the 
United States and Saudi Arabia, 
both of whom are anxious to see 
Egypt remain free from strong 
Soviet influence. 
It was the alliance that Sadat 
formed with Saudi Arabia in the 
summer of 1973 that made it 
possible for him to go to war a 
few months later. 
To replace Egypt’s aircraft 
losses in the war Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait and the United Arab 
Emirates began purchasing a 
squadron of the French-made 
Mirages.

citizen, and became known as an 
early exponent and dealer in the 
works of Dutch abstractionist 
Piet Mondrain. 
Streep never operated a 
gallery, but a Museum of 
Modern Art official said he was a 
“ behind-the-scenes dealer in pic­ 
tures for investment.” 


Streep returned to the United 
States from Europe seven weeks 
ago and had been living in his 
$900-a-month, three-room apart­ 
ment in the hotel, in the center 
of Manhattan’s Upper East Side 
art gallery district, since then.

Co lla r a pet in 
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High On Speed? 


Sen. Ernie Chambers of Omaha wants 


to make scofflaws out of us — or so it 
seems. 


Chambers last week successfully at- 


tached to a bill an amendment which 
would lessen the penalty for speeding on 
the Interstate. 


The bill. LB381, extends the 55 m.p.h. 


speed limit to the summer of 1976. 
Chamber's amendment limits the fine for 
driving up to 65 miles an hour on an in- 
terstate highway to $10, prohibits judges 
from assessing court costs and prohibits 
the loss of points for such a violation under 
Nebraska's 12-point driver's license revoca- 
tion system. 


We're not crazy about the 55 m.p.h. 


speed limit. Out here in the plains where 
distance between points on the map really 
adds up it takes quite awhile to get from 
here to there. People out here drive more 
miles in the course of their daily lives than 
do folks who live in more densely- 
populated, urban areas. So at least there is 
a case for having a reasonably safe speed 
limit and 65 m.p.h. is reasonably safe for 
Interstate travel. 


But aside from safety, the main reason 


for a lowered speed limit nationally was 
fuel conservation. Now that we're ap- 


parently swimming in gasoline again, is 
everybody going to forget about fuel con- 
servation? Probably they are — until the 
next oil embargo or until the time the wells 
go dry. 


There seems to be a justification for a 


lower speed limit in the sense that we do 
save lives and some fuel. By making it 
easier to break the law and get away with it 
for only a ten-spot, several principles are 
damaged. 


We hate to get stuffy about it, but they 


are: respect for law, which deteriorates 
when it becomes easy to do something the 
law says you can't do; the conservation 
ethic, which we ignore at our own peril and 
the clearly enunciated principle that the 
federal government will rap our knuckles if 
we try to pass laws which are designed to 
avoid federal requirements or we don't 
pass laws which the federal government 
wants. 


There are a great many laws which are 


a pain in the neck to observe. We suppose 
they are on the books for a reason. But for 
the sake of the concept of law in general we 
would rather see such laws stricken from 
the statute books than detoothed. When a 
law can be broken with impunity, it will be. 


Proper Focus On CIA 


CIA Director William Colby is drum- 


ming up public support for the Central 
Intelligence Agency's right to become in- 
volved in clandestine international affairs 
if the need arises. 


The CIA's rather murky role is un- 


dergoing intense scrutiny in Congress and 
elsewhere presently and all sorts of 
recommendations may be forming which 
would seek to limit the agency's scope of 
operation Colby can hardly be blamed for 
wanting to mount his public relations cam- 
paign a jump or two ahead of the critic's 
proposals. 


There are a couple of important points 


which need to be remembered: 


One. most people in this country do 


not want America's intelligence apparatus 
emasculated. Americans might not ap- 
prove of the CIA plotting the assassination 
of foreign leaders, but they realize the need 
for undercover operations abroad. It would 
be foolish and naive to put straitjacket 


restrictions on the intelligence community. 


Two, some people are getting far afield 


of the original reasons for looking into CIA 
activity CIA involvement in the military 
coup that toppled Salvador Allende in Chile 
was one reason, but the overriding reason 
was CIA involvement in domestic politics. 


That is what needs to be guarded 


against There is some indication that the 
Rockefeller 
Committee 
will report 


evidence that the White House during 
several administrations was responsible for 
domestic spying by the CIA. 


The spotlight should focus on that kind 


of activity Americans don't want a presi- 
dent who is so insecure or who craves 
power so much that he uses the powerful 
resources at hand to spy on and intimidate 
the people. But they do want an in- 
telligence community that can let their 
government know what is going on in the 
world and can help the government in- 
fluence what is going on.

Good intentions do not build prisons 
You know, I am convinced that all the 


major characters in the current struggle over 
opposing prison construction proposals have the 
best of intentions 


Not everyone shares that view. But I think 


the senators most closely involved in the 
maneuvering which changed the prison plan 
want action this year. 


Both Governor Exon and Senator Luedtke, 


whose earlier agreement was shattered by the 
new proposal, have already proved their desire 
for swift action 


The governor put money where his mouth 


was — in his budget recommendations 


Luedtke has struggled for three years now 


to gain financing for a facility to replace the 
Men's Reformatory His commitment to prison 
reform is absolute. 


But disagreement on prison size is liable to 


scuttle the whole proposition again this year 
And that would be more than a shame, it would 
be inexcusable. 


We've all heard the old story about 


panshoners agreeing on the need for a new 
church, but never building it because of dis- 
agreement on the site. 


This battle over size is somewhat similar 
It is not a question of one big pnson versus 


two small prisons. It is a difference between one 
small prison and two smaller prisons. 


The question which all the participants 


ought to consider is whether no new prison at 
all is better than the other guy's plan. 


If 30 senators will agree to stick with the 


new plan, which the governor opposes, it can be 
enacted over his veto. If they don't, it will fail. 


Now, while I may be convinced that the 


major participants in mis struggle all enter the 
battle with good intentions, I cannot be con- 
vinced that all those senators who voted to 
revise the original proposal share the same 
qualities. 


During the voting on the floor, one shouted: 


"Let's adopt the amendment and kill the bill." 


How many more are ready to abandon the 


new plan now that they have helped scuttle the

Which plan is best? I don't know the answer 


to that question But I am fairly certain that 
either plan is better than none at all. 


It may not be easy to salvage a prison plan 


this session But senators have an obligation to 
do so — even if they must stay beyond their 90th 
day to do it.

No, senators. It's not that you can't. It's 


that you won't. 


An arbitrary' deadline should not stand in

Spooks In An Open Society 


PARIS - The Central Intelligence 


Agency has been so traduced in recent 
months and so unfairly given the public 
image of an Ameriran equivalent of the 
Soviet secret security apparatus with its 
enormous political power in Russia and 
its own private military organizatin that I 
would like to tell the following story. 


Prof. Stevan Dedijer of the University 


of Lund, Sweden, recently made an 
experiment in connection with his course 
on "Social Intelligence." According to 
him: "I mailed a letter to 10 foreign in- 
telligence organizations in 10 countries. I 
asked in the letter for all the available in- 
formation about the history, goals, struc- 
tures, personnel composition, recruit- 
ment, and outstanding problems" (of 
each organization). 


From CIA in Washington I received 


about 15 items of literature weighing one 
kilogram, including a bibliography of 
books about the CIA. Prom the others, as 
of today, I have received nothing. And 
when I told a high Yugoslav government 
official of my letter to the Yugoslav CIA" 
(equivalent) "he told me: 'You are totally 
demented.'"

Dedijer is an expert in the field, having 


personally worked at various periods (by 
his own admission) with Soviet, United 
States and Yugoslav intelligence. Born a 
Yugoslav, he graduated from Princeton, 
was an American paratrooper during 
World War II, returned to Belgrade, 
headed Tito's Atomic Energy Agency, 
and finally, disappointed with com- 
munism, left for Sweden. He is now a 
Swedish citizen. 


In a draft study prepared for a 


colloquium held at Dartmouth College, 
scrutinizing the relationship of 
governmental intelligence services to 
society, Dedijer referred to "the recently 
acquired right of citizens of the U.S.A. to 
write to the CIA and ask for filed it has on 
each of them." 


He cited a 1970 report of the Defense 


Science Board of the United States which 
concluded: "More might be gained than 
lost if our nation were to adopt — un- 
ilaterally, if necessary — a policy of com- 
plete openness in all the areas of informa- 
tion relevant to the task force" which 
issued the Defense Science Board's study. 


This urged: "Open society should 


recognize that openness is one of its 
strongest weapons, for it accelerates 
mutual understanding and reduces 
barriers to rapid development." Dedijer 
calls such an open society "social 
transparency" and adds that its 
significance "can best be appreciated in 
the light of the almost total absence of 
such an attitude as expressed in public 
documents in all the other countries I 
know of."

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Indeed, he estimates that about 90% of 


the literature on intelligence has been 
produced in America. "If we ... concen- 
trate on the present national domestic 
and 
foreign 
intelligence, on 


organizational intelligence, business in- 
telligence, etc, then close to 1007c of the

"As regards 'the transparency of social

parable lead not only in relation to the 
communist countries but also in relation 
to the most open of democracies." 


Dedijer considers secrecy "a key form 


of human behavior, man is the secret 
animal." But he thinks changing values 
"now reaching a fire storm force" have 
stimulated "the questioning of national 
security doctrines and systems of 
beliefs." 


One result of the "fire storm" 


experienced by Americans has been the 
disclosure of masses of information con- 
cerning intelligence. The CIA had already 
permitted many books about its 
operations (even by a former director, 
Allen Dulles) to be issued without objec- 
tion. Generally it only contests dis- 
closures that might jeopardize lives or 
sources considered vital to national 
security.

It is difficult to imagine remotely com- 


parable tolerance by any foreign in- 
telligence agency Until the 1960's the 
British obscured even the name of their 
intelligence chief. As for the Soviet 
Union: Everything from weather 
forecasts to gold reserves is held secret. 
No Russian would dream of openly 
questioning MVD techniques. 


Nevertheless, Dedijer is optimistic that 


worldwide changes may be in the making. 
Exchanges of information about climate, 
ecology or outer space are inspiring new 
cultural ethics and a growing belief that 
"what is good for the world has to be 
good for my nation." 


The professor concludes that: "The 


development of such a global intelligence 
system will be the result of the first major 
breakthrough in the rise of global ethics." 
This is a cheering thought although the 
road is long. Meanwhile, Americans 
should realize they are miles ahead of any 
other nation along1 that road — not just 
as a nation but specifically in terms of 
the functioning of the CIA.

WASHINGTON - Richard 


Nixon's private 
presidential 


preference, according to friends 
.who have talked politics with 
him at San Clemente, is Big 
John Connally. 


This doesn't mean the former 


President would endorse Con- 
nally for the Republican nomina- 
tion in 1976. On the contrary, 
Nixon more likely would supoort 
the man he put in the White 
House, Gerald Ford. 


At private political bull 


sessions, Nixon has praised both 
Ford and Connally. But it is Con- 
nally whom the ex-President 
singles out as best qualified to 
run the nation. 


Nixon is pleased over Con- 


nally's acquittal in a bribery case 
and apparently feels this frees 
the former Treasury secretary to 
run for president. 


But the acquittal was a bit less 


than complete exoneration. Jury 
foreman Dennis O'Toole was 
quoted as saying after the trial: 
"Our 
verdict meant not that we 


had found necessarily that John 
Connally was innocent, but 
rather not guilty based on the 
case presented to us." 


The fact that Nixon is dis- 


cussing current events with old 
friends is itself newsworthy. It 
means the former President has 
snapped out of his deep 
melancholy. 
. 


He is contrite about his 


Watergate mistakes and con- 
cerned about what the American 
people think of him, according 
to friends He desperately hopes 
he can regain enough stature so 
that he will be permitted "to 
make a contribution to the coun- 
try " It isn't public office but an 
advisory role that he would like, 
say his friends 


Because of his experience in 


foreign affairs, he believes he 
could offer some useful 
suggestions on foreign policy. He 
has reminded visitors that he 
and Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger "made a good team." 
They reduced tensions in the 
world and at least prolonged the 
peace in the Middle East, Nixon 
contends. 


He is dismayed over the 


collapse of the anti-communist 
governments in Cambodia and 
South Vietnam. He suggests that 
the failure of Congress to back 
up tthe Saigon regime with 
military aid precipitated the 
crisis. 


But to close friends, Richard

than the fact that he is beginning 
to emerge at last from his shell.

Form Pond Eor/y Conservation Answer

Water is vital to humans, 


animals and plants, but like fire, 
too much of it in the wrong place 
is very unwelcome. 
\ parade of floods and 


droughts that endangered the 
lives and income of early settlers 
encouraged them to seek ways to 
even out the water supply and 
prevent soil losses. 


The humble farm pond is one 


of the primary tools available to 
aid in the conservation of water, 
soil, wildlife. It also provides 
recreation and improves the 
quality of water in Nebraska. 


11,000 Acres Irrigated 


Nearly 11,000 acres of land 


were irrigated from farm ponds 
in Gage County alone during last 
year's drougth, according to Ron 
Fleece, manager of the Lower 
Blue Natural Resource District 


Bill Patterson, assistant state 


conservationist 
for 
water 


resources points out that wild 
ducks nest in some farm ponds 
while others are used by wild 
fowl as they migrate across the 
state 


"Virtually all farm ponds are 


stocked with fish providing a lot 
of recreation. I saw a picture of a 
seven-pound bass this week that 
was taken from a farm pond 
near Aurora," Patterson said 


Fish Stocking Issue 


Patterson said that there were 


no statistics on how much 
recreation comes from farm 
ponds, but noted that Game 
Commission officials had 


testified against 
legislation 


proposing that fish stocking be 
limited to those ponds that were 
open to the general public. 


"Most farmers do some 


fishing or their family does and 
they let friends and relatives fish 
there. I would venture to say 
that five out of 10 farmers will 
let a stranger fish if you ask. Vou 
might get a lecture on the virtues 
of closing a gate and be told to 
pick up your beer cans, but they 
will usually let you fish," he 
said. 


Farm ponds collect excess rain 


water, reducing the potential for 
flooding downstream and 
provide water for livestock, but 
there are other 
conservation 


methods that conserve both 
water and the soil it carries away 
during heavy rains. 


Terraces, grassed waterways, 


minimum tillage, and strip crop- 
ping are all tools in the fight to 
keep soil where it is and water 
where it falls on the land. 


Gullies Halted 


Gullies that once deepened 


with every rain have been halted 
by dams with a pipe to allow the 
water to collect during rains and 
then trickle out slowly. 


In addition to conserving 


water, these same efforts reduce 
soil loss, prevent gullies, silting 
of lakes and ponds and reduce 
the amount of pollutants in 
creeks and rivers. 


The effort may actually have 


improved some streams to a 
point where water is now of 
better quality than it was before 
Nebraska was settled, but we 
still have a long way to go. 


"When we had 10 million buf- 


falo wallowing in the Platte it 
wasn't very clean, but we also 
have some streams that are 
somewhat like gravey," Patter- 
son said 


Patterson said the soil in the 


streams comes from sheet ero- 
sion on land that farmers feel is 
so level that it doesn't need 
terracing The soil also comes 
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from unprotected land and even 
from some protected land. 


'Can't Stop It All 


"You can never stop all the 


soil movement, but you can 
greatly reduce it. This is rally 
what our conservation programs 
are about. Sediment or fine soil 
is still our worst pollutant," he 
said 


Stopping the soil makes fields 


easier to farm, holds fertility 
where it will produce crops and 
keeps fertilizer and pesticides 
out of streams because they 
travel along with the soil par- 
ticles carried by flood waters. 


Planting of 30,000 to 40,000 


trees and shrubs a year are also a 
part of the soil and water conser- 
vation programs. The roots of 
these plants hold soil in place. A 
habitat for all sorts of wild life 
and even shade for cattle on

Weekly Grain Report

Talk of the interesting 


possibility that Russia might 
come back to the U.S. to buy 
grain this year is turning up 
again in a number of grain trade 
newsletters. 


There is a very apparent need 


for more grain to feed that 
nation's livestock numbers, 
which have been increasing, but 
that doesn't necessarily mean 
that the Russians will buy. 


They are very shrewd traders, 


so won't make their moves 
public until they have the best 
possible deal for the gram, if 
they do decide to buy. 


Red China apparently has one 


of the best crops in years, which 
should remove them from the 
market, but their grain reserves 
are fairly low, so they could still 
end up in the world market 
looking for grain. 


France has an overwhelming 


amount of soft wheat and is get- 
ting worried about how to get rid 
of it.

Bang's disease. 


Cattle found exposed to 


brucellosis must be heat- 
branded on the left jaw with the 
letter S before they are shipped 
to slaughter or to be fattened in 
a quarantined feedlot. 


The rules also require 


breeding cattle to be tested for 
brucellosis when they are moved 
between states from areas or 
herds that lack certified 
brucellosis-free designation. 


The disease causes cattle to 


abort their young, reduces milk 
and meat production and turns 
up in humans as undulant fever. 
Getting nd of the disease, of 
course, would be good for 
everyone. 


There is some hope that the 


gardners who are trying to cut 
their food bill will gain some in- 
sight in the problems of farmers.

and when asked if he was 
pleased with Hruska's endorse- 
ment, replied, "Sure, I'm happy. 
I'm happy for his and anybody's 
endorsement." 


McCollister said he had "no 


idea" who would run against 
him, but added, "I expect there 
will be many of them." 


Exon Expected 


A top McCollister campaign 


organizer, however, told UPI 
that McCollister forces are 
operating on the assumption that 
popular Democratic Gov. J. 
James Exon will resign in the 
middle of his second term and 
seek the Senate post. 


Exon, contacted by telephone 


in Lincoln, said, "I have 
assumed all along that it was 
likely that Senator Hruska would 
not seek-reelection." 


"The 
senator's 
an- 


nouncement," Exon said, 
"hasn't altered my position in 
any way." 


'Exon reiterated that he has 


"no intentions at this time of

running for the U.S. Senate in 
1976. But I do not intend to allow

'No Commitment' 


Although Exon said he has 


mentioned several names of 
possible Democratic contenders 
in conversations with newsmen, 
"I have not made any commit- 
ment, any suggestion or even a 
hint of a commitment or a 
'suggestion to any possible 
can- 


didate for the Democratic Par- 
ty." 


"It is safe to assume," Exon 


said, "when the time comes I 
will have a keen interest in 
whoever the Democratic 
nominee is and will assist in the 
election of that nominee." 


Exon ran as a team with Lt. 


Gov. Gerald Whelan of Hastings 
in 1974, and when asked if he 
had made any commitment to 
Whelan about succeeding him if 


he should resign, Exon said, 
"Any comment in that direction 
is totally untrue." 


"There was no commitment, 


not even any discussion about a 
Senate bid by me when Jerry

“ One thing just kept calling for another,” 
Milton said, as he looked over the food supply for 
the more than 700 people who showed up for his 
annual luau in the backyard. 
He said the project to enlarge the small 
existing bedroom in the house he and his wife 
purchased ten years ago just kept growing. 
“The contractor told us that we might as well 
extend the addition to include enlargement of the 
living room," he said, pointing out that there would 
have been a gap of wasted space if the addition 
stopped with the bedroom. 
“So, we said to go ahead,” Milton said. 
Relating the many problems encountered in 
such an undertaking, Milton said that when they 
put on the house addition, which included a 
redwood deck patio around the house with access 
from both the enlarged master bedroom and living 
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room, “ We had just had a new underground 
sprinkler system put in the back yard.

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Camping Not For Grouches

Summer Hard On Foods 
Ajcohoiism

The advent of hot weather 


accents the need for more 
careful planning to insure safe 
food. 


Sara Beck, 
consumer 


specialist with the Animal and 
Plant Health Inspection Service, 
emphasizes that unless the con- 
sumer takes certain precautions 
the cooperative efforts of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
and state agencies to make 
available clean, safe and 
wholesome food will be in vain. 


Proper care in buying, storing, 


handling and cooking food are 
very important, according to 
Miss Beck. 


"Shop for meat and poultry 


and other perishable foods just 
before you check out," Miss 
Beck urges as a basic shopping 
practice. 


"Unless you make this a con- 


sistent practice, you may be tied 


up in store traffic or diverted by 
bargain hunting longer than you 
expect and thus risk contamina- 
tion of the perishables in your 
basekt," she noted. 


In buying frozen foods, Miss 


Beck urges the consumer to 
make sure frozen foods are hard- 
frozen and have been kept below 
the frostline in the supermarket 
freezer 


Signals that frozen foods have 


been poorly handled, according 
to Miss Beck, are softness in a 
frozen food package and ice 
coating on the outside of the 
package. 


When buying refrigerated 


foods, Miss Beck says the food 
should be checked to make sure 
it is cold — not just room 
temperature 


"When you're checking out, 


ask the clerk to bag cold foods 
together, she said, explaining 
that the cold foods remain 
colder longer when so packaged. 


Frozen or refrigerated foods 


interspersed with room 
temperature foods may warm up 
more quickly, especially if you 
are a half hour or more getting 
them to your home freezer or 
refrigerator, Miss Beck said. 


"Never, never be tempted to 


do any more shopping after you 
have loaded your car with frozen 
or refrigerated foods," she said, 
adding, "Head for home and un- 
load these perishable foods 
first" 


She warns that food may not 


be safe to eat if held more than 
two hours at temperatures 
between 40 and 140 degrees. 
That includes all of the tune of 
buying, storing, preparation and 
serving 


Chances of maintaining the 


good quality of the food you buy 
depends on your buying good 
food and handling it properly, 
Miss Beck emphasized 


Linked To 
Sterility 


Pittsburgh (UPI) - A team of 


local scientists says it has found 
a possible link between 
alcoholism and sterility in men 


Dr. Joshua Perper, one of 


three scientists involved in a 
study of alcoholics in the 
Pittsburgh area, said many of 
them had atrophied- testicles, 
pointing to a higher-than-normal 
likelihood of sterility among 
severe alcoholics. 


The study was a joint effort of 


the University of Pittsburgh 
Epidemiology Department and 
the Allegheny County coroner's 
office

atrophy and sterility also might 
be related to a high rate of im- 
potence among alcoholics

When you pack away your 


winter clothes, be on the alert 
for insects with a taste for 
natural fibers. 


Wool, solk, mohair, feathers, 


leather and fur are all targets for 
insects that eat animal protein, 
according to Bob Roselle, Exten- 
sion entomologist at the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska-Lincoln 


Carpet beetles are often the 


cause of carpet and clothing 
damage, with the beetles being 
the most damaging in the larva 
stage when they look like fuzzy 
brown worms 


When mature, the hard- 


shelled beetles will seek out light 
and can be found on warm win- 
dow sills and under lamps, 
Roselle said 


Less common are the white 


clothing moths White silk cases 
and fine webs are signs that 
they're present in carpets, up- 
holstery or clothes. 


Roselle lists the following 


precautions for keeping insects 
from putting the bite on stored 
winter clothing 


—Keep furs in professional 


cold storage Low temperatures 
will prevent the bugs from 
feeding or reproducing 


—Dry clean woolen clothing 


and pack in tight containers with 
paradichlorobenzene crystals 
(PDB) instead of the old- 
fashioned moth balls Use about 
one-half pound to 100 cubic feet 


—Treat washable woolens the 


same way, laundering instead of 
drycleamng. 


—Vacuum carpets frequently, 


moving the furniture and using 
insecticide under heavy pieces. 


If insects are a problem in your 
upholstery, vacuum and use a 
nonstain insecticide 
Air 


thoroughly, or use outside.

Asan, Guam (AP) — In warm sunshine, 


on a strip of palm-shaded beach, Thomas 
Hejl and Nguyen Thi Ut vowed to love 
forever. 


There were bright tropical flowers, cake 


and champagne, and the island governor 
performed the marriage ceremony. 


A few steps away was the bare refugee 


camp barracks where the newlyweds 
would spend their wedding night. 


The marriage of the ex-airman and his 


Vietnamese sweetheart on Sunday was the 
first formal wedding ceremony at an 
evacuee camp on this Pacific island. 


But at least a dozen other couples have 


slipped quietly into town for civil 
ceremonies in a judges' chambers in recent 
weeks. 


"I've done half a dozen of the wed- 


dings," says Superior Court Judge Janet 
Weeks. 


"Another judge has performed several.. 
In even- instance they have been 


American husbands and Vietnamese 
brides. 


"The bndes are extremely shy and very 


lovely." she noted. "Oh couples didn't have 
rings, and I've had my own wedding ring 
on and off several times to let them use it 
in the ceremony." 


However, there were golden rings at the 


Hejl ceremony, symbols of a bittersweet 
love story which survived war, separation 
and the death of a child. 


"We got these rings three and a half 


years ago," said Hejl, 25. "We couldn't get 
a wedding ceremony them so we just wore 
them and morally we were man and wife." 


Nejl, of Farmingdale, N.Y., met Nguyen 


Thi Ut, 27, when he was stationed with the 
Air Force in her village of Nha Trang in 
1971. They tried to marry then but were 
frustrated by red tape. 


By 1972 Hejl had" been transferred to 


Beale Air Force Base in California and sub- 
sequently was discharged there. 


He began saving money for plane tickets 


and proper documents. But the war moved 
swiftly. The Viet Cong took Nha Trang. 
Nguyen Thi Ut fled to Saigon, and Hejl 
could not locate her. 


After months of silence, Hejl received a 


phone call last week from his fiancee. She 
was in Guam in an evacuee camp where 
she had come after fleeing Saigon in a 
fishing boat. 
• 


Excitedly, Hajl flew to Guam, and, after 


two days of searching through a dozen 
camps housing thousands of refugees, he 
found her standing in the doorway of a 
tent. 


It was then that she told him the saddest 


news of all — the couple's 3-year-old 


daughter, Onda, bad been lulled by Viet 
Cong bullets as she and her mother waited 
on the Vietnam coast for a boat ride to 
freedom. 


The star-crossed romance, publicized in 


a local newspaper, drew instant reponse on 
this tiny Pacific U.S. territory. Gov. Ricar- 
do Bordallo volunteered to many the cou- 
ple and legal documents were expedited. 


A local businesswoman provided a 


delicate white wedding outfit for the bride 
and the Kiwanis Club donated a wedding 
cake and champagne. 
t 


The governor arrived with flowers and a 


second cake. 


Marine Col. "Jinx" McCaine, the 


military commander on Guam, gave the 
bride away on the very spot where 
American troops first came ashore in 1944 
to liberate the island in World War II. 


There, in front of Asan Refugee Camp, 


dozens of Vietnamese evacuees gathered to 
watch the wedding. Wide-eyed children 
grinned as the bride passed out cake "for 
all the people." 


"This is just beautiful," said Hejl. 
"I am very happy," said Mrs. Hejl. 


"I think," said one young refugee in 


halting English, "this mean something to 
all here. This mean Americans and Viet- 
namese working together."

Viet Planes Rescued

Agana, Guam (AP) — The remnants of the 


U.S -supplied South Vietnamese air force — near- 
ly new F5 fighters, battered A37 fighters and 
some barely airworthy helicopters — arrived Sun- 
day aborard the carrier USS Midway. 


The odd piece in the collection, however, was 


a single-engine spotter planejwhich had arrived 
unannounced and uninvited as the Midway was 
transferring about 1,600 refugees to smaller ships, 
said Rear Adm. William L. Hams, Jr. He said 
crewmen radioed the pilot to ditch alongside the 
carrier, but he continued to circle. 


"Three times he tried to drop notes on the 


flight deck. He would come swooping down and 
he'd miss and he'd miss," Harris said at a news 
briefing. One note finally lodged against a fire 
truck on the flight deck telling them the Viet- 
namese pilot had his wife and five children 
aboard and did not want to risk a water landing. 


Once the deck was cleared, the tiny plane 


made a rough but safe landing, Harris said. 


The Midway's assignment was to pick up 27 


A37s and 25 F5s which had been flown to 
Thailand's Utapao Air Base by fleeing Viet- 
namese airmen. 


The Midway also picked up 45 UH1 (Huey) 


helicopters and three CH47 (Chinook) helicopters, 


which were flown to the carrier crammed with as 
many as 50 refugees. 


"Some of those helicopters I wouldn't get in 


myself, let alone with 50 people," said Capt. L. C. 
Chambers, the Midway's skipper. 


Some of the helicopters arrived with broken 


windows, peeling paint and no doors. Their in- 
teriors were uttered with sandals, dirty clothes 
and stale food left behind by refugees. 


Many of the helicopters still bore Vietnamese 


markings, but an insignia on the fighters had been 
hastily painted over in Thailand. Some of the F5s 
were less than a year old. 


A pair of floating cranes pulled alongside the 


Midway in Apra Harbor to transfer the aircraft to 
barges which shuttled the planes to a storage area 
in the Naval shipyard. The unloading was 
expected to take two days. 


Also aboard the Midway were six American 


citizens and 88 Vietnamese rescued from a 
sinking fishing boat in the Gulf of Siam. 


Another massive influx of refugees was 


expected Monday with the scheduled arrival of 
four ships. The SS Green Wave was due at 
daybreak with 4,500 refugees, followed by the SS 
Green Port and the SS Green Forest with 4,000 
refugees each and the USNS Sergeant Kimbrough 
with 3,600.

The nation's second largest 
hospital is engulfed in a growing 
scandal in which 20 persons have 
been arrested in a criminal in- 
vestigation of widespread theft, 
illicit drug traffic and prostitu- 
tion 


A task force of state and local 


law enforcement officials — 
recently joined by federal 
prosecutors — has been working 
at Charity Hospital over two 
years 


Investigators say hospital 


employes, apparently acting in- 
dependently, are responsible for 
most of the crime. A secret state 
police report, however, has 


linked several officials to 
organized crime. 


Two employes have been 


charged with trying to obtain 
drugs with forged prescriptions. 
And the hospital's security direc- 
tor and four top assistants were 
fired after a doctor was charged 
with buying a stolen elecrocar- 
diagraph. 


Five other guards have either 


submitted resignations or been 
fired Officials said at least 20 
employes are under investiga- 
tion.

dercover narcotics agents have 
said that: 


Anti-Castro Unit Claims 
Credit For Explosions 


Washington (AP) — Respon- 


sibility for two small bombings 
in Washington early Saturday 
has been claimed by "El 
Alacran," apparently an anti- 
Castro Cuban organization. 


A note, signed "El Alacran," 


which means the Scorpion, was 
slipped under the door of The 
Associated Press office on Sun- 
day stating that it had "hit the 
Venezuelan and Mexican 
representations in Washington, 
also the Soviet Aeroflot." 


The note, said that "any Latin 


American government that 
recognizes the Castro regime is 
considered a traitor to the 
enslaved Cuban people." 


The bombs exploded early 


Saturday morning within 15 
minutes of each other outside 
the Mexican Embassy and the 
Soviet airline office, causing 
minor damage. There were no 
injuries. No bomb was reported 
at the Venezuelan embassy. 


The note said that "the Cuban 


people in and outside the island 
will punish the traitors that help 
enslaved our country by 
recognizing Castro." 


The Organization of American 


States is currently holding a 
meeting in Washington and 
there has been some discussion 
of relaxing trade restrictions 
which have been imposed on 
Cuba for many years. 


Cuban exiles opposed to such a 


move have demonstrated against 
it.

said Salt. 


The men said they have seen 


guards help load stolen equip- 
ment into cars. Loose security, 
they said, also has permitted 
pimps to smuggle prostitutes 
onto the wards. 


State police have taken over 


security operations at Charity, a 
move that drastically plugged 
the flow of stolen meat. 


Some of the crime is blamed 


on the hospital's chronic over- 
crowding. 


Director Lee Frazier said he 


has over 1,800 beds but has to 
put up to 30 patients a day on 
rollers in the corridors because 
there is no room in the wards. 
He said he could use 200 more 
nurses to care for the 1.3 million 
outpatient visits handled at the 
hospital every year. 


Charity, founded in 1735 with 


money from a sailor's will, offers 
free service. Only Los Angeles 
County Hospital, with 2,100 
beds, is larger. 


Crime also is attributed to 


careless hiring practices. 


Frazier said tive employes 


were wanted by police. And per- 
sonnel director Lorraine Mule 
said revisions in the hospital's 


V 


employment application forms 
have made it easier for persons 
with arrest records to get hired. 


"The forms have been toned 


down by the Civil Service Com- 
mission so that persons only 
have to answer if they have a 
felony conviction." She also said 
the policy of fingerprinting 
employes has been discontinued. 


Charity, a sprawling complex 


of five buildings connected with 
tentacle-like passageways, has 
long been embroiled in politics. 


An unpublished state police 


report in 1973 said information 
indicated a large architectural 
firm landed some fat contracts 
for the hospital after con- 
tributing to the campaign of ex- 
Gov. John McKeithen. It also 
said over $500,000 was paid in 
architectural fees for a laundry- 
parking facility that was never 
built. 


Payroll fraud involving federal 


money is being investigated by 
the U.S. attorney's office. 


Chanty's unwieldy inventory 


system, which misplaced 50 air 
conditioners, medical equip- 
ment and a diving board, also is 
under attack by officials. 


"Our biggest problem is we 


don't know what they're stealing 
because we don't know what 
we've got," said Paul Hayes, of 
the state Commissioner of Ad- 
ministration's office. 


Most supplies are stored in the 


hospital's huge warehouse 
where sanitary conditions were 
labeled deplorable by health in- 
spectors. 


There are 67 drug stations 


with stocks valued at $800,000 
scattered through the hospital, 
each with its own record system. 
Inspectors said they found 
prescription drugs lying in the 
open, unguarded. One of them 
pocketed a bottle of penicillin 
tablets. It was never missed. 


Finally, officials suspect drug 


salesmen have walked into 
Charity, written their own 
orders and then filled them. 


Despite the probe, which is 


expected to conclude soon, of- 
ficials said medical services have 
not been impaired.

Ireland (AP) - The Provisional 
wing of the Irish Republican 
Army claimed responsiblity Sun- 
day for the shooting death of a 
20-year-old police officer, 
heightening fears that the IRA's 
13-week-old cease-fire may.'be 
near the breaking point. 


Constable Paul Gary was shot 


in the back by a sniper Saturday 
while on foot patrol on Lon- 
donderry's city walls. 


A statement from the 


Provisional admitted the 
shooting, and said it was in 
retaliation for police and army 
raids on Roman Catholic homes 
in the city. 


The British Press Association 


quoted intelligence sources as 
fearing the lulling heralds a 
return to all-out violence. 


It said one reason is that young 


militants have become 
frustrated by lack of action, and 
another was that fund-raising in 
the United States had flagged 
since the cease-fire took 
Northern Ireland out of the 
headlines. 


In Dublin, informed sources 


said Irish police have uncovered 
evidence suggesting a plan to 
kidnap a key government figure 
to use as a hostage to free IRA 
prisoners. 


Fears of a plot to spring IRA 


sympathizer Dr. Bridget Rose 
Dugdale heightened after the 
removal Saturday of her 5- 


, month-old baby son from 
Emerick prison where his 
mother is held. 


Dr. Dugdale is serving nine 


years for her part in a 
multimillion-dollar art robbery 
and the hijacking of a helicopter 
near the Irish border last year. 


Police have released few 


details of the suspected plot but 
sources said it was believed to 
involve a free-lance croup 


The group is believed to have 


been behind last month's kid- 
naping of retired British Judge 
Sir Paget Bourke in Dublin last 
month, the sources said. 


Security for a number of 


potential kidnap victims 
reportedly has been stepped up.

Asan, Guam (AP) — In warm sunshine, 
Hejl ceremony, symbols of a bittersweet 
on a strip of palm-shaded beach, Thomas 
love story which survived war, separation 
Hejl and Nguyen Thi Ut vowed to love 
and the death of a child, 
forever. 


There were bright tropical flowers, cake 
and champagne, and the island governor 
performed the marriage ceremony. 


A few steps away was the bare refugee 
camp barracks where the newlyweds 
would spend their wedding night. 


The marriage of the ex-airman and his 
Vietnamese sweetheart on Sunday was the 
first formal wedding ceremony at an 
evacuee camp on this Pacific island. 


But at least a dozen other couples have 
slipped quietly into town for civil 
ceremonies in a judges’ chambers in recent 
weeks. 


“ I've done half a dozen of the wed­ 
dings,” says Superior Court Judge Janet 
Weeks. 


“Another judge has performed several.. 
In every instance they have been 
American husbands and Vietnamese 
brides. 


“The brides are extremely shy and very 
lovely," she noted. “Oh couples didn’t have 
rings, and I’ve had my own wedding ring 
on and off several times to let them use it 
in the ceremony.” 
However, there were golden rings at the 


“We got these rings three and a half 
years ago,” said Hejl, 25. “We couldn’t get 
a wedding ceremony them so we just wore 
them and morally we were man and wife.” 


Nejl, of Farmingdale, N.Y., met Nguyen 
Thi Ut, 27, when he was stationed with the 
Air Force in her village of Nha Trang in 
1971. They tried to marry then but were 
frustrated by red tape. 


By 1972 Hejl had been transferred to 
Beale Air Force Base in California and sub­ 
sequently was discharged there. 


He began saving money for plane tickets 
and proper documents. But the war moved 
swiftly. The Viet Cong took Nha Trang. 
Nguyen Thi Ut fled to Saigon, and Hejl 
could not locate her. 


After months of silence, Hejl received a 
phone call last week from his fiancee. She 
was in Guam in an evacuee camp where 
she had come after fleeing Saigon in a 
fishing boat. 
• 


Excitedly. Hajl flew to Guam, and, after 
twro days of searching through a dozen 
camps housing thousands of refugees, he 
found her standing in the doorway of a 
tent. 


It was then that she told him the saddest 
news of all — the couple’s 3-year-old 


daughter, Linda, had been killed by Viet 
Cong bullets as she and her mother waited 
on the Vietnam coast for a boat ride to 
freedom. 


The star-crossed romance, publicized in 
a local newspaper, drew instant reponse on 
this tiny Pacific U.S. territory. Gov. Ricar­ 
do Bordallo volunteered to marry the cou­ 
ple and legal documents were expedited. 


A local businesswoman provided a 
delicate white wedding outfit for the bride 
and the Kiwanis Club donated a wedding 
cake and champagne. 


The governor arrived with flowers and a 
second cake. 
Marine Col. “ Jinx” McCaine, the 
military commander on Guam, gave the 
bride away on the very spot where 
American troops first came ashore in 1944 
to liberate the island in World War II. 


There, in front of Asan Refugee Camp, 
dozens of Vietnamese evacuees gathered to 
watch the wedding. Wide-eyed children 
grinned as the bride passed out cake “for 
all the people.” 


“This is just beautiful,” said Hejl. 
“I am very happy,” said Mrs. Hejl. 


“ I think,” said one young refugee in 
halting English, “this mean something to 
all here. This mean Americans and Viet­ 
namese working together.” 


Vie t Pla n e s Re scu e d 


Agana, Guam (AP) — The remnants of the 
U.S.-supplied South Vietnamese air force — near­ 
ly new F5 fighters, battered A37 fighters and 
some barely airworthy helicopters — arrived Sun­ 
day aborard the carrier USS Midway. 


The odd piece in the collection, however, was 
a single-engine spotter plane_which had arrived 
unannounced and uninvited as the Midway was 
transferring about 1,600 refugees to smaller ships, 
said Rear Adm. William L. Harris. Jr. He said 
crewmen radioed the pilot to ditch alongside the 
carrier, but he continued to circle. 


“Three times he tried to drop notes on the 
flight deck. He would come swooping down and 
he’d miss and he'd miss,” Harris said at a news 
briefing. One note finally lodged against a fire 
truck on the flight deck telling them the Viet­ 
namese pilot had his wife and five children 
aboard and did not want to risk a water landing. 


Once the deck was cleared, the tiny plane 
made a rough but safe landing, Harris said. 


The Midway’s assignment was to pick up 27 
A37s and 25 F5s which had been flown to 
Thailand’s Utapao Air Base by fleeing Viet­ 
namese airmen. 


The Midway also picked up 45 UH1 (Huey) 
helicopters and three CH47 (Chinook) helicopters, 


which were flown to the carrier crammed with as 
many as 50 refugees. 


"Some of those helicopters I wouldn't get in 
myself, let alone with 50 people,” said Capt. L. C. 
Chambers, the Midway’s skipper. 


Some of the helicopters arrived with broken 
windows, peeling paint and no doors. Their in­ 
teriors were littered with sandals, dirty clothes 
and stale food left behind by refugees. 


Many of the helicopters still bore Vietnamese 
markings, but an insignia on the fighters had been 
hastily painted over in Thailand. Some of the F5s 
were less than a year old. 


A pair of floating cranes pulled alongside the 
Midway in Apra Harbor to transfer the aircraft to 
barges which shuttled the planes to a storage area 
in the Naval shipyard. The unloading was 
expected to take two days. 


Also aboard the Midway were six American 
citizens and 88 Vietnamese rescued from a 
sinking fishing boat in the Gulf of Siam. 


Another massive influx of refugees was 
expected Monday with the scheduled arrival of 
four ships. The SS Green Wave was due at 
daybreak with 4,500 refugees, followed by the SS 
Green Port and the SS Green Forest with 4,000 
refugees each and the USNS Sergeant Kimbrough 
with 3.600. 


Lid Blown Off Ho sp ital Scan d al 


NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) - 
The nation's second largest 
hospital is engulfed in a growing 
scandal in which 20 persons have 
been arrested in a criminal in­ 
vestigation of widespread theft, 
illicit drug traffic and prostitu­ 
tion. 
A task force of state and local 
law enforcement officials — 
recently joined by federal 
prosecutors — has been working 
at Charity Hospital over two 
years. 
Investigators say hospital 
employes, apparently acting in­ 
dependently, are responsible for 
most of the crime. A secret state 
police report, however, has 


linked several officials to 
organized crime. 
Two employes have been 
charged with trying to obtain 
drugs with forged prescriptions. 
And the hospital’s security direc­ 
tor and four top assistants were 
fired after a doctor was charged 
with buying a stolen elecrocar- 
diagraph. 


Five other guards have either 
submitted resignations or been 
fired. Officials said at least 20 
employes are under investiga­ 
tion. 
Since the probe began two un­ 
dercover narcotics agents have 
said that: 


Anti-Castro Unit Claims 
Cred it For Explosions 


Washington (AP) — Respon­ 
sibility for two small bombings 
in Washington early Saturday 
has been claimed by “ El 
Alacran,” apparently an anti- 
Castro Cuban organization. 


A note, signed “ El Alacran,” 
which means the Scorpion, was 
slipped under the door of The 
Associated Press office on Sun­ 
day stating that it had “hit the 
Venezuelan and Mexican 
representations in Washington, 
also the Soviet Aeroflot.” 
The note said that “any Latin 
American government that 
recognizes the Castro regime is 
considered a traitor to the 
enslaved Cuban people.” 


The bombs exploded early 
Saturday morning within 15 
minutes of each other outside 
the Mexican Embassy and the 
Soviet airline office, causing 
minor damage. There were no 
injuries. No bomb was reported 
at the Venezuelan embassy. 
The note said that “the Cuban 
people in and outside the island 
will punish the traitors that help 
enslaved our country by 
recognizing Castro.” 
The Organization of American 
States is currently holding a 
meeting in Washington and 
there has been some discussion 
of relaxing trade restrictions 
which have been imposed on 
Cuba for many years. 
Cuban exiles opposed to such a 
move have demonstrated against 
it.

— Security guards arranged 
phony bomb scares so sections of 
the hospital could be pilfered in 
the confusion. 
— A check of 900 of the 
hospital’s 5,000 employes 
showed, 170 had police records. 
The agents, whose code names 
were Salt and Pepper, were 
pulled off the c^se after officials 
said their comments to newsmen 
had blown their cover. Salt and 
Papper said inadequate security 
has led to much of the hospital’s 
theft, which ranges from wheel 
chairs to $2,000 X-ray tubes. 
“One security guard sold two 
lids (bags) of marijuana to my 
partner while I was watching,” 
said Salt. 


The men said they have seen 
guards help load stolen equip­ 
ment into cars. Loose security, 
they said, also has permitted 
pimps to smuggle prostitutes 
onto the wards. 
State police have taken over 
security operations at Charity, a 
move that drastically plugged 
the flow of stolen meat. 
Some of the crime is blamed 
on the hospital’s chronic over­ 
crowding. 


Director Lee Frazier said he 
has over 1,800 beds but has to 
put up to 30 patients a day on 
rollers in the corridors because 
there is no room in the wards. 
He said he could use 200 more 
nurses to care for the 1.3 million 
outpatient visits handled at the 
hospital every year. 
Charity, founded in 1735 with 
money from a sailor’s will, offers 
free service. Only Los Angeles 
County Hospital, with 2,100 
beds, is larger. 
Crime also is attributed to 
careless hiring practices. 
Frazier said five employes 
were wanted by police. And per­ 
sonnel director Lorraine Mule 
said revisions in the hospital’s 


employment application forms 
have made it easier for persons 
with arrest records to get hired. 
“The forms have been toned 
down by the Civil Service Com­ 
mission so that persons only 
have to answer if they have a 
felony conviction.” She also said 
the policy of fingerprinting 
employes has been discontinued. 
Charity, a sprawling complex 
of five buildings connected with 
tentacle-like passageways, has 
long been embroiled in politics. 
An unpublished state police 
report in 1973 said information 
indicated a large architectural 
firm landed some fat contracts 
for the hospital after con­ 
tributing to the campaign of ex- 
Gov. John McKeithen. It also 
said over $500,000 was paid in 
architectural fees for a laundry- 
parking facility that was never 
built. 
Payroll fraud involving federal 
money is being investigated by 
the U.S. attorney’s office. 
Charity’s unwieldy inventory 
system, which misplaced 50 air 
conditioners, medical equip­ 
ment and a diving board, also is 
under attack by officials. 
“Our biggest problem is we 
don’t know what they’re stealing 
because we don’t know what 
we’ve got,” said Paul Hayes, of 
the state Commissioner of Ad­ 
ministration’s office. 
Most supplies are stored in the 
hospital’s huge warehouse 
where sanitary conditions were 
labeled deplorable by health in­ 
spectors. 
There are 67 drug stations 
with stocks valued at $800,000 
scattered through the hospital, 
each with its own record system. 
Inspectors said they found 
prescription drugs lying in the 
open, unguarded. One of them 
pocketed a bottle of penicillin 
tablets. It was never missed. 
Finally, officials suspect drug 
salesmen have walked into 
Charity, written their own 
orders and then filled them. 
Despite the probe, which is 
expected to conclude soon, of­ 
ficials said medical services have 
not been impaired.

Chadron — Mari Sandoz, the 
Sandhills girl who became an in­ 
ternationally recognized writer, 
was posthumously awarded the 
1975 Distinguished Award Sun­ 
day by Chadron State College. 
Relatives and friends who 
gathered for the occasion, a 
highlight of commencement day 
activities, agreed that although 
Miss Sandoz was noted for her 
caustic comments on social func­ 
tions, she would have enjoyed it. 
Mrs. Caroline Pifer, a younger 
sister, told a luncheon gathering 
that “Mari would be pleased to 
be honored near her home place. 
It’s always something special to 
be recognized at home — 
because she was better known in 
New York City than she was in 
Nebraska. 
Died In 1966 
Miss Sandoz would have been 
79 years old Sunday. She died in 
1966. 
She is best known in this area 
for her 1935 book “Old Jules,” 
the story of her father’s days as a 
settler along the Niobrara River 
south of Rushville. 
She also wrote “Crazy Horse,” 
“ Cheyenne Autumn,” “The Buf­ 
falo Hunters,” “The Cattlemen” 
and “The Beaver Men” in addi­ 
tion to numerous other books 
and stories. 
One of her other books, 
“ Capital City,” was a story 
critical of life in Lincoln, where 
she went to school as a special 
student at the University of 
Nebraska. 
Really Unhappy? 
At that luncheon, Mrs. Pifer 
was asked if her sister was really 
that unhappy with Nebraska’s 
capital. 
“ I don’t think she ever 
changed her mind about that,” 
Mrs. Pifer replied. 
In honoring Miss Sandoz at the 
commencement for 320 Chadron 
graduates, President Larry 
Tangeman said: “In recognition 
of her scholarship, research and 
writing; in admiration of her 


struggle to immortalize the 
history and spirit of our people; 
and in appreciation of her devo­ 
tion to tolerance between the 
land and its creatures, the board 
of trustees ... is proud to confer 
the 1975 Distinguished Service 
Award posthumously . . . upon 
Man Susette Sandoz.” 
The award was accepted by 
another sister, Flora Sandoz. A 
brother James was also there, as 
were numerous Sandhills friends 
and one of Mari’s teachers, Mrs. 
Marie Hare, 88, of Gordon. 
‘Fiercely Independent’ 
The commencement speaker, 
Ron Hull of Lincoln, an old 
friend of Miss Sandoz, said that 


“she was fiercely independent 
and her dedication . . . resulted 
in a Sandhill girl going off and 
writing ‘Old Jules’ and ‘Crazy 
Horse’ and all of those other 
books.” 


Hull, a professor journalism at 
NU, told the graduates western 
Nebraska is a land “in which 
there is an iron core of strength 
that runs through the people.” 
The Chadron State College 
since 1968 has been honoring the 
Nebraska author through the 
Mari Sandoz Heritage Society. 
Sunday was also the day 
recognized across Nebraska as 
Man Sandoz Day. 
IRA Is Responsible 
For Killing Policeman 


Londonderry, 
Northern 
Ireland (AP) — The Provisional 
wing of the Irish Republican 
Army claimed responsibly Sun­ 
day for the shooting death of a 
20-year-old police officer, 
heightening fears that the IRA’s 
13-week-old cease-fire may.be 
near the breaking point. 
Constable Paul Gary was shot 
in the back by a sniper Saturday 
while on foot patrol on Lon­ 
donderry’s city walls. 
A statement from the 
Provisional admitted the 
shooting, and said it was in 
retaliation for police and army 
raids on Roman Catholic homes 
in the city. 


The British Press Association 
quoted intelligence sources as 
fearing the killing heralds a 
return to all-out violence. 
It said one reason is that young 
m ilitants have become 
frustrated by lack of action, and 
another was that fund-raising in 
the United States had flagged 
since the cease-fire took 
Northern Ireland out of the 
headlines.

said Irish police have uncoverec 
evidence suggesting a plan t< 
kidnap a key government figurt 
to use as a hostage to free IRd 
prisoners. 
Fears of a plot to spring IRA 
sympathizer Dr. Bridget Rose 
Dugdale heightened after the 
removal Saturday of her 5- 
month-old baby son from 
Emerick prison where his 
mother is held. 


Dr. Dugdale is serving nine 
years for her part in a 
multimillion-dollar art robbery 
and the hijacking of a helicopter 
near the Irish border last year. 
Police have released few 
details of the suspected plot but 
sources said it was believed to 
involve a free-lance group 
working outside the disciplinary 
hold of the IRA. 


The group is believed to have 
been behind last month’s kid­ 
naping of retired British Judge 
Sir Paget Bourke in Dublin last 
month, the sources said 
Security for a number of 
potential kidnap victims 
reportedly has been stepped up. 


Porter Aids Bullets 
Past Boston, 98-92 


LANDOVER.Md. (AP)-Ut- 


tle Kevin Porter, the National 
Basketball Association's assist 
champion, went on a scoring 
binge in the final quarter Sunday 
to lead the Washington Bullets 
to a 98-92 victory over the Boston 
Celtics, clinching the Eastern 
Conference championship. 


The defending NBA champion 


Celtics, who rallied from an 18- 
ppint deficit before Porter and 
his running mate at guard, Phil 
Chenier, blunted their come- 
back, dropped the best-of-seven 
series, four games to two. 


The Bullets, reaching the NBA 


finals for only the second time in 
history, will play the cham- 
pionship round against either the 
Golden State Warriors or the 
Chicago Bulls Golden State won 
Sunday to tie the Western 
Conference series at 3-3. 


Porter, a 5-foot-ll playmaker, 


scored 13 of his 21 points in the 
final quarter and Chenier added 


losing effort, cited his team's 40 
per cent shooting average as the 
key factor in the series. 


"We outrebounded them, took 


more shots and had more as- 
sists," Havlicek said. "But the 
big thing was we couldn't put the 
ball in the basket. That really 
cost us. 


"Their defense had a lot to do 


with it, but we weren't that 
effective in our offense as we 
have been in the pasj." 


Porter, who sometimes hurts 


Washington by incurring early 
fouls, stayed out of trouble until 
late in the game. It was espe- 
cially important because re- 
serve guard Jimmy Jones is out

Riordan, a swing man who also 
plays guard, was sidelined with a 
thigh injury in the second half. 


But the Celtics rallied behind

assists, nine of them in the first 
half which ended

Washington ahead 55-40. 


"They were gambling quite a 


bit," Porter said. "And when 
they do, you have to take it to 
the hoop. Hopefully, you draw a 
foul or they come after you and 
you can dish it off." 


Elvm Hayes, normally Wash- 


ington's high scorer, totaled 15 
points and gave Porter credit for 
the victory. 


"Kevin really took charge," 


Hayes said. "He's the real key to 
this ball club.

handles thoroughbred racing at 
the five Nebraska tracks. 


"I think we've said for years 


that Nebraska is a big quarter 
horse state and we will do 
anything to help them," said 
Harry Farnham of Omaha, 
chairman of the Nebraska State 
Racing Commission. 


"They should have a meet and 


we certainly think there's 
enough room for both (quarter 
and 
thoroughbreds) 
in 


Nebraska," he added. "I think 
it's (Broken Bow) far enough 
away so that it wouldn't hurt the 
thoroughbred meet." 


Farnham said quarter horse 


races have been held at Burwell 
for years without pan-mutuel 
wagering. He noted that Alliance 
and Mitchell, which no longer 
operate horse meetings, held 
quarter horse races with pan- 
mutuel wagering several years 
ago. 


Jim Amerine, of Omaha, 


president of the Nebraska 
Quarter Horse Racing Associa- 
tion, said the Broken Bow track 
desires night racing starting at 
about 7 p.m. The dates his group 
will request at the May 20 
meeting include Aug. 21-22-23, 
28-29-30 and Sept. 1, 4-5-«. 


Although the Nebraska 


thoroughbred tracks run during 
the day, the Commission could 
authorize night racing. Accor- 
ding to rule 3.04 of the Nebraska 
Rules of Racing, "each associa- 
tion shall conduct horse racing" 
only between the hours of noon 
and sun-down unless otherwise 
specifically authorized by the 
Commission." 


"We're not sure how many 


races we will run since we've 
asked a company to put in 400 
stalls and we don't know how 
many will be put in." he said. 
"There's a lot of interest in 
quarter horses in Nebraska. 


"This year, we're hoping for 


close to a $20,000 Futurity and 


next year we hope to go over 
$5Q,000 Everyone is looking for 
a good track to run their quarter 
horses," Amerine said. 


He said area horsemen have 


become increasingly dissatisfied 
with quarter horse racing at 
Park Jefferson in Jefferson, S.D. 
That is the only track (besides 
Denver) in the immediate area 
offering pari-mutuel quarter 
horse racing. 


"It may surprise some people, 


but I'd guess that we could do 
nearly $1 million each weekend 
in pari-mutuel handle," he 
predicted. "They run a 10-day 
meet at Holly, Colo., which is 
completely isolated and they 
averaged $45,000 per day. 


"Look at the towns close to 


here — Kearney, Grand Island, 
Lexington, Hastings. There's a 
lot of people there and that will 
help. It's about 189 miles from 
Omaha and a little closer to Lin- 
coln, so it's not too far away." 


Amerine said it has not been 


determined what purse structure 
the track will offer this summer. 
He added that next year the 
track would like to run in June 
and July 


"We'd like to run a separate 


meet at Atokad (in South Sioux 
City) for quarter horses," 
Amerine said. "But they want to 
know more about it. I'm sure a 
spring quarterhorse or a fall 
meet would really do well up 
there. There's no place for 
quarterhorses to run then except 
at Denver. 


"I really don't know how long 


the races would take. Down in 
Kansas at tracks at Emporia and 
Eureka, they run 20 races an 
afternoon, but, of course, there's 
no pari-mutuel betting there," 
he said. "We'd have to see what 
happens the first year. It would 
all depend on our crowds, how 
many machines (pan-mutuel 
machines) and how many races 
we have."

DALLAS (AP) - America's Arthur 


Ashe swept aside Sweden's teen-age star 
Bjora Borg Sunday in the finals of the 
World Championship of Tennis singles 
but the match may very well have been 
decided Friday night. 


A drained Borg, who was beaten 3-6,6- 


4,6-4,6-0 by the bullet-serving Ashe,-said, 
"I just gave so much in the semifinals 
against Rod Laver that I could give 
nothing in the finals." 


It took Borg five sets and four hours to 


defeat Australia's Laver in the semifinals 
Friday night and Borg apparently never 
recovered. 


The slump-shouldered idol of millions 


of teen-age girls said, "I just went out and 
gave everything against Laver, mentally 
and physically. In the last set I was very 
tired and it was just ace after ace." 


An exuberant Ashe, who at 31 is 13 


years older than his opponent, said, "I 
decided to run after every ball no matter 
whether the pain was killing me." 


Ashe, who has been criticized for his 


play in vital clutch matches said, "I think 
I proved I don't choke. I've been on three 
Davis Cup winners, I've won two Grand 
Slam events and now the WCT. I think 


that answers my critics." 


Ashe said he almost knew he was going 


to win this $100,090 tournament and its 
$50.000 first prize after a gypsy read his 
palm in Stockholm two weeks ago. 


"I know it sounds silly but she told me I 


would win this week. 'You will cry a lot 
about something before the month is 
over.' she said." 


Ashe cried on the podium while 


receiving his championship trophy. 


He said he had no plans to meet

Ashe, his smoking first serve on target

Omaha (UPI) — The Federal Land Bank of Omaha, 
which makes long-term loans to farmers and ranchers in a 
four-state area, said Sunday it has reached a record in $1.5 
billion in loans outstanding. 
“Never has the volume of lending been so heavy, nor 
have farmers and ranchers faced such difficult operation 
and management decisions,” said bank President Arthur 
Buffington of Omaha. “We have less certainty in security 
value and income estimates than any time in my career.” 
Buffington said the land bank made a record- 
breaking $185 million in loans on land during the first four 
months of 1975, compared with $104 million during the 
same period last year. 
Buffington said the “lowest interest rate possible is 
still our goal — and rates will come down in the 
foreseeable future if the downward trend promises to be 
a reality.” 
“The bank is looking at the earliest opportunity to 
lower rates, ' Buffington said, “Based on what really does 
evolve in this cloudy, uncertain monetary and economic 
atmosphere. ” 
The bank is a cooperative lending institutition owned 
by its nearly 55,000 member-borrowers in Iowa, 
Nebraska, South Dakota and Wyoming.
